Gold Exports Have Produced No 
Monetary Disturbance. 



The Situation in Textile » 
is Trying. 




N«w York, May 9.— R G. Dun A Co. 
In their weekly review of trade Satur- 
day says: 

The exports of $6,850,000 gold this 
week have produced no monetary dis- 
turbance and this U at once proof of 
the soundness of financial conditions 
and of the prevailing: confidence in bet- 
ter things to come. It does not mat- 
ter whether the gold is required 
for Russia or anywhere else; It 
would not go from this, rather than 
other countries, if there were not bal- 
ances to meet. Much of the hesitation 
at present is due to temporarily 
4uce<\ demand in some industries and 
in iron and steel. The power of the 
new combinations is being gener- 
ally tested by refusal of on' 
so that production exceeds 
sumption, but the low consumption 
exceeds new buying. The general ii 
regularity of prices and slackness c 
demand for finished products do not 
prevent the marking up of prices by 
combinations, but are largely due to 
doubt whether such prices as are fixed 
can be maintained. Pig Iron is weaker 
at the east and also at Pittsburgh, tin 
steady and lead slightly lower, and 



In textile manufactures he tsRvta- 
tion is trying. Ctoton mills have n 
fairly active demand, although not 
equal to their normal output and for 
months have been accumulating goodh. 
hoping for better things, so that some 
are now stopping, although the de- 
mand for good grades with higher 
prices for cotton, has helped tc 
a small advance in prices. Print 
cloths are an eighth high- 
er, but some other grades have 
declined, so that the average of all 
quotations is slightly lower. Woolen 
manufacturers find prices of wool sag- 
ging both here and abroad. The de- 
cline at London reaches about five per 
cent, while the average of -quotations 
by Coates Bros., Philadelphia, was 
nearly one per oent. lower May 1, and 
prices have been farther reduced by 



At the west, traders are buying much 
above the parity of seaboard prices, 
and many growers are refusing to sell, 
believing that the upward spurt of last 
year will be repeated. Sales for the 
week have been less than half a week's 
full consumption. Men's woolens show 
DO Improvement, but there Is no active 
buying in flannels, and the demand for 
fancy dress goods ia encouraging, 
though for plain goods it is but mod- 
erate. 

Cotton speculation haa lifted the spot 
price to 8.S1 cents and profits have been 
realized from the men who have 
cotton they did not own, but it is still 
the fact that the outlook for next fall' 
crop is unusually favorable, while 
stocks here and abroad exceed all pos- 
sible demands until September 1. Fail- 
ures for the week have been 238 in the 
United States, against 327 last vear, 
and 24 in Canada against 84 last year.

Representative Barrett Introduces a 
Joint Resolution in the House

Washington, May 9.— Representative 
W. E. Barrett, of Massachusetts, Fri- 
.day introduced into the house a joint 
•resolution proposing an amendment to 
the constitution of the United States 
providing that congress shall have 
power, by appropriate legislation, to 
limit the time during which persons 
may be daily employed in manufactor- 
ies of textile fabrics and other indus- 
tries. 

Mr. liarrett explains that this amend- 
ment is in response to a strong feeling 
in New England, and which also found 
expression in the Massachusetts legis- 
lature, that congress should have the 
power to make uniform hours of labor 
throughout the United States. He saya 
the textile manufacturers of New Eng- 
land are especially feeling the comp 
tltion from the south, where labor 
employed anywhere from 00 to7H hours 
a week, while in Massachusetts only 
hours a week are allowed. 

England has a uniform law, opera- 
tive throughout Great Kritain, am 
Barrett says nothing will be contented 
unless such step is hud here. They 
will be obliged to lower wages, in- 
crease the hours of labor or see the

All the religious and court functions 
connected w i tli the coronation w ill take 
place within the walls of the Kremlin, 
the citadel of Moscow, which occupies 
the central purt of the city, on the 
north bank of the Moskva river. It is 
surrounded by heavy stone w ills sur- 
mounted with towers, and consists of 
churches, palaces and public Iviildinirs. 
liesides the palaces of the e/ar. the 
patriarch and the holy synod, the ar- 
senal with its ST; cannons abandoned 
by Napoleon in 1819, the imperial treas- 
ury and other olliccs. the Kremlin con- 
tains the famous cathedral of the As- 
sumption, in which all the e/ars have 
been . row ned. This church w as built 
in the 14th century, and is gorgeously 
decorated with porphyry and jn«|>cr. 



the beautiful altar, and the imperial 
pair will be met by the patriarch il 
the Russian church, the metropolitan 
of Moscow, who will request him tc 
make his confession of the. orthodoi 
faith. This having been done, the met 
ropolitan will announce the 40 ul 
more titles of the czar. After a ftttlnft 
pause the latter will demand the in* 
perial mantle, and after receiving thli 
precious garment, composed of cloth 
of gold and ermine, w ill place it ovef 
his shoulders and receive a benedic- 
tion. He will next demand tli 
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its done, he will call for 
the scepter and the globe, one of which 
he will take in his right hand, the other 
in his left, and will then take n seat on 
the throne. The metropolitan will pro- 
nounce a blessing, and nt the same mo- 
ment every bell in the city will be rnnj 
nnd n royal salute of 101 guns will be 
tired from the fortress. The telegraph 
will carry the news of the czar's corona- 
tion to every nook ond corner of the 
world, and wherever Russians have a 
church the bells will pcnl forth, and ill 
every garrison town of the empire enn- 
nrns will announce the. tidings to the 
people. 

When silence is restored the czar 
will rise from the throne and the offi- 
cers of his court will relieve him of 
■Otptet and globe. He w ill then be op 
proached by the czarina, who will wear 
the richest fOWa ever fashioned, made 
of silver cloth studded with crown 
jewels, valued at $-00,000. She will 
i.neel. and the czar, in remembrance of 
Scriptural injunction, will remove tin 
from his brow and for n moment 
let it rest upon the toftd «f his spouse. 
This will end the religious part of UM 
coronation ceremony.
